Len McKendry and Peter Ollerton both 
disagree with Frank Arok’s policy of asking 
coaches to recommend players for the new 
national squad. 

But both McKendry and Ollerton are likely to supply names 
and go along with the majority of Melbourne‘’s NSL coaches 
who have agreed to support Arok to the hilt in his difficult task 
of getting Australia to the 1986 World Cup finals in Mexico. 

Neither McKendry nor Ollerton attended a meeting called by 
Arok in Melbourne last week in which he asked for co-operation 
from all NSL coaches and handed out forms to be filled in with 
statistics and with reasons why players being recommended 
Should be included in the national squad. 

McKendry wasn't informed of the meeting by his club, South 
Melbourne Hellas. because club secretary Anne McPhee was 
away ill and the letter inviting the coach to attend Arok’s meeting 
wasn't passed on to him. 

Ollerton was handed the invitation the night before the meeting 
and was unable to attend because of work commitments. 

McKendry already has slammed the decision to have two 
national teams because he says there aren’t 40 players good 
enough to represent Australia. 

Now he says that asking for other coaches’ help is the wrong 
thing for a State or national coach to do. 

“Every coach thinks differently, which I believe is good for the 
game,’ McKendry said. 

“But getting all the coaches to put forward suggestions can 
only take us backwards. We’re going to go back to the Rudi Gut- 
endorf days of everybody getting an Australian jumper. 

“When I was Victorian State coach 1 never consulted any 
coaches — I made my own selections and stuck by them. You 
have to stand by your own beliefs.” 

Asked whether he would have accepted the assistant coach's 
job if it had been offered to him, McKendry said: 

“T've got a big enough job at Hellas as it is. But in any case 
there is no point in talking about something that never happen- 
ed,’ McKendry said 

On the Hellas players who ought to be in the national team 
McKendry has said all along that Oscar Crino and Steve Blair are 
musts for the Socceroos 

Ollerton took a different slant. 

“If T were to, say, put forward thé names of Robbie Dunn, fan 
Dobson and Gary Cole, the rest of my team might think I'm play- 
ing favorites. 

‘I really don’t think it’s the right way to go about picking a 
nationa] team,"’ Ollerton said.

Margaritis, 45, took over Ju- 
ventus early last year and 
transformed it into a side 
which went close to winning 
the championship. Now, Mar- 
garitis’s men are on top of the 
National Conference ladder in 
their first year in the NSL. 

And to get them there, Mar- 
garias had to surmount all 
kinds of problems. 


He recruited well pre-sea- 
son, but his good work was ne- 
vated by injuries to key 
players Vince Bannon, Fabio 
Incantalupo and Paul Drinocz- 
ky.

A lot of emotive claptrap 
has since been said, written 
and broadcast about the 
match. 

So, what were the facts of 
the case?

tion to overcome adversity. 


e Hakoah’s men deserve to 
be censured for exhibiting a 
lack of maturity which, in the 
white-hot atmosphere of this 
local derby could have cost 
them dearly through lack of 
discipline 


e Olympic officials and 
some of their more mature 
supporters deserve praise for 
their action in attempting to 
calm the mob elements in the 
crowd bom 


eo During the post-match 
turmoil the Sydney police, as 
so often in the past, was once 
again conspicuous by its 
almost complete reluctance to 
do the job it is paid for. 


e Referees must enforce 
some code of conduct regard- 
ing the throwing of missiles 
and the invasion of playing 
pitches, even if it means call- 
ing off matches well before the 
90 minutes are up. 


So much, for now, about the 
extraneous elements of this 
clash — what about the foot- 
bali, you may ask. 

It was throbbing with ex- 
citement, tension and action 
from start to finish. 


Jennings and Phillips 
missed when they shouldn't 
have, but the enigmatic Peter 
Katholos streaked through the 
Hakoah defence before letting 
loose a 22-metre left-foeot 
whizzbanger which rocketed 
into the net for the opening 
goal. 


Hakoah was still down at 
half-time, mainly because of a 
slump in midfield, where 
Watson and Barnes were total- 
ly out of their depth, only Paul 
Kay holding things together.

The two would-be strikers, 
Kosmina and Fletcher, looked 
rather forlorn under these cir- 
cumstances against a resoute 
Olympic defence where only 
goalkeeper Wilson looked to be 
of doubtful quality. 

But things changed at half 
time, most notably with the 
switching of Murray Barnes 
from a mainly defensive to a 
much more aggressively at- 
tacking role. 

From being one of the dis- 
appointments, the former Soc- 
ceroo skipper turned into a shi- 
ning star of the match. 


Hakoah switched into top 
gear and the gaps Started to 
open up in the home rear- 
guard. 


Kay got a break on the left 
wing just three minutes into 
the second half, cut the ball 
back from the line and Kos- 
mina went flying through tie 
air for a diving header which 
was the equaliser.

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Soccer history was 
made in Canberra on Sun- 
day. A match was halted 
for 10 minutes, and finally 
called off with only eight 
minutes remaining and 
South Melbourne Hellas 
ahead 3-2. 

In absolutely appalling — 
and positively dangerous 
weather conditions, referee 
Glyn Davies called the halt 
and then sent everyone into a 
tizzy when he announced: 

“The match isn't over. 

“T've only called a tempor- 
ary respite. I may restart it. I 
want to inspect the pitch in 10 
minutes.”' 

Inspect the pitch he did — 
and then officially abandoned 
the game. 

And as NSL-: officer David 
Dillon commented: ‘Under 
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From then on the proceed- 
ings bore precious little re- 
semblance to a soccer match. 


First Kosmina received his 
marching orders in laughable 
circumstances following a 
fairly innocuous clash with Ro- 
gers, then Gomez had an early 
finish to the match after a 
tackle on young Kalantzis, who 
was stirring matters up on the 
left wing of Olympic with 
some very effective running 
and ball work. 


Olympic shot its bolt when 
after some turmoil in the 
Hakoah penalty area Cant 
managed to boot the ball off 
the line — and that was the end 
of it. 

As I said last week, Hakoah 
was ready to boil over into one 
of its unstoppable moods, fol- 
ilowing some lukewarm dis- 
plays in recent weeks. 


The question though is how 
can a team fail to take control 
of a match where for over half 
an hour it is opposed by only 10 
and for the final 10 minutes 
first by nine and then eight 
men? 

Olympic is a very promising 
outfit this year, and should 
reap immense benefits from 
the bitter lesson of last Sunday 
— if the lessons are heeded 
and acted upon. 

Just a final note on this 
overblown controversy. of a 
match 

Players sent from the field 
are punished fittingly for their 
alleged misdemeanours by the 
referee's action and the sus- 
pension which follows. 

Spitting on them, pelting 
them with cans of drinks and 
other missiles and the heaping 
of racist abuse at them as they 
leave the field is totally out of 
order and reprehensible. 

It is even more reprehen- 
sible even in the grip of some 
emotion in the wake of these 
events, to state that such 
actions are cither justifiable 
or understandable

As puddles appeared all 
over the park players slipped 
and slid — but that didn’t pre- 
vent Brown poaching what ap- 
peared the match-winner after 
Jim Murray’s back pass had 


; struck in the water. 


A sad end, but justifiable. 
And despite the weather some 
great individual performances 
— particularly Franken, 
Remond and youngster John 
Nihailidis in his NSL debut for 
Canberra, and Crino, Yzen- 
doorn and Russell for Hellas.

Makeshift goalkeeper

Recurring injuries were 
now taking a heavy toll and in 
February, 1974, they forced his 
retirement. 

Although a long familiar 
figure on the soccer grounds of 
Britain, the prematurely bal- 
ding Hennessy, who had fig- 
ured in 40] league games, was 
only 32 

The fact he spent so much 
time with mediocre Birming- 
ham and Forest teams, plus 
Wales' status as an inter- 
national minnow, throughout 
the 1960's restricted Hennes- 
sy's impact as a player, but 
there was never any doubt 
about his class and today he is 
recalled as one of the finest 
old-fashioned wing-halves 

He believed himself capable 


of giving much more to the - 


game after hanging up his 
boots, yet found opportunities 
in management and coaching 
to be limited. 

Eventually, he joined little 
Tamworth of the semi-profes- 
sional Southern League as 
manager and did well with 
limited resources, yet failed to 
attract the attention of clubs in 
the Football League. 

Unable to break into full- 
time professional coaching in 
the United Kingdom, he was 
content to move across the At- 
lantic, joining Tulsa Rough- 
necks, first as assistant coach, 
then gaining promotion to head 
coach in 1982
